In the Forty-ninth Congress a bill passed 
th e House and was sent to the Senate, 
where it passed F ebruary 28, 1887. 
The 
title of the bill re a d : 
"A bill to prevent 
the employment of convict labor and 
alien labor upon public buildings itnd 
other public works, and convict labor in 
the preparation or m anufacture of ma­ 
terials for public buildings or other public 
V rks, and to regulate the m anner of let­ 
ting contracts therefor,” 
Now every one 
who knows anything about it at all. knows 
th at the form of convict labor to which 
workingmen most object is th at w hich is 
connected witli the contract or lease sys­ 
tem. 
T h at is very nearly slavery, besides 
being the least hum ane and justifiable 
means of working convicts. 
The bill re­ 
ferred to in the outset reads as follows, and 
we invite careful exam ination 
to the 
patent solicitude of its author to make it 
comprehensive and effective: 
. 
T hat in all advertisem ents for the erection or 
c instruction of public buildiugs or other public 
W .rks, or for m aterials to be u-e-d iu th eir erec­ 
tion, construction or com pletion, and lor all 
supplies of every description to be furnished to 
or for the useol «uy of the departm ents, and in 
all contracts m ade under or in pursuance of 
such advertisem ents, there shall he inserted a 
condition ihnt no convict or prison labor w hat- 
so e v c. or the product ther.of. shall he cm- 
ployed or used upon any nubile building or 
other public work, or in the preparation or 
inanui.u :nre ot an-; oi tin an iel. 
m aterial* or 
supp.ies contracted to t>e furnished therefor; 
a id there d .nll als • : . !i;> 
t . d in said contract 
the further coudttiuu th at uu person who is not 
a oona tide resident w ithin the lim its of the 
United States, and who has not declared his in­ 
tention to become a citizen thereof, in the m an­ 
ner provided by law , shall be em ployed iu the 
erection, construction or com pletion of any 
public building or o th er public work. 
’ 
Section 2. T hat any willful breach of any of 
said conditions by any contractor shall au th or­ 
ize aud work a forfeiture of the contract, aud 
shall constitute a com plete 
defense in bar 
against any ciaim or action against the United 
States for the recovery of any sum or sum s u n ­ 
der said contract: and it shall he th e duty o! the 
oflicer letting any such contracts, upon being 
advised th at any contractor h ad knowingly 
violated th e term s o f such contract, to declare 
the sam e forfeited. 
T he b:ll was, as will be seen, aimed 
against alien a* well as convict labor. 
It 
was precisely th e measure petitioned lor by 
th e workingmen of Indiana, whose memo­ 
rials G eneral H arrison presented in tlie 
Senate, and is precisely the measure General 
Harrison advocated and voted for in the Sen­ 
ate. The record shows that he cast I1Í3 
vote for the bill and gave his reasons for 
it. 
T iiat bill Grover Cleveland, as Presi­ 
dent of the U nited States, vetoed by pock­ 
eting it. 
H ad lie signed the bill, he could 
not have done as he did— buy four hundred 
wagons in Tennessee for the army which were 
made by Tennessee convicts. 
The wagons 
were built by Cherry, Morrow & Co., of 
N ashville. 
The contract was awarded by 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, and 
the wagons were for the use of the Indian 
D epartm ent. 
Messrs. Cherry, Morrow & 
Co. are the lessees of the convict labor of 
th e Tennessee Penitentiary, and these 
G overnm ent wagons are to be made by 
convict labor. 
There were several other 
bidders, but m anufacturers employing free 
labor and paying honest wages could not 
compete w ith men employing convict la­ 
bor at a nominal sum. 
Mr. Cleveland’s 
attention was drawn to the prison hid be­ 
fore the award was made, but he declined 
to interfere. 
H is action is in entire harmony w ith his 
purchase of blankets for the arm v from 
English makers, and adm itting the goods 
f *ee of duty. 
How do free workmen ac­ 
count for this marvelous conduct of Mr. 
Cleveland? 
It he is their friend, has he 
not a most peculiar method of manifesting 
it ?

FACTS FOR IRON WORKERS. 


The Denver street cable road lias let the 
contract for its castings to a n English firm. 
American bidders bid very low because of 
English competition. 
Y et two firms in 
Bradford, England, underbid them. 
By 
this the Denver road saves §4,500, but the 
American workman loses it. 
The English 
firm pays a duty of 40 percent, ad valorem 
and still down their American competi­ 
tors. 
If th e American houses came down 
to th e English figure— all agree on this— 
they would have: (1) To reduce wages- 
(2) Abandon profit. 
(3) Cease expansion 
of business. 
Fays the Chicago Inter-Orean: 
“ This contract, going to England, means 
the non-employment of over 100 molders 
for six months, or over 200 other em ­ 
ployes in mining, m anufacturing iron, and 
fuel for the same period of time. 
It means 
the loss of over 10,000 tons of fuel. 
The 
labor item in this m atter amounts, or 
would do if the contract had been let here, 
to over §100,000 in wages to American 
workingmen, not including th e labor of 
transportation. 
T he §100,000, in other 
words, sim ply includes the wages for me­ 
chanical labor.” 


The wages of molders in the East are 
§2 75 per day, in England §1 25 to the 
very best workmen and about 1*0 cents to 
others. 
Says a well-informed contractor: 
There is a large class of w ork given out here 
in quantities, such as ear work and bridge work 
th at I* m ade from standard patterns and in 
large quantities, th a t the K uglish firms can hid 
on. and th a t they have not h ith erto done so to 
any e x t m m ay be accounted for, probably, 
from their not understanding the large fiefd 
there is here for such works. T he sam e class 
of figuring th a t has secured the Denver job to 
I-.ngiish parties would, if carried out to auy ex ­ 
tent, result in shutting up nearlv h alf the 
foundries iu th e I nited States, even w ith the 
contiuuance of the present tariff. 
I'oundries in Birm ingham , Ala., claim 
th at they can make iron cheaper than any 
other point in the U nited States, and yet 
its foundrymen were unable to 
figure 
against the English foundrymen; and still, 
notw ithstanding facts like these, it is 
claimed by the Southern men th at thev 
can do business profitably under a still 
lower tariff than we have now. 
The fact is th at English iron firms are 
waking up to the full realization of the 
great am ount of paying work they can get 
from A m erica after m eeting the present 
taritl rate. 
B ut every dollar sent to these 
English workers means a dollar taken 
from some worker here, represented bv 
idle hours. 
B ut let the woik he done here 
instead of in'E ngland and the result is tlie 
keeping of the money here, and the con­ 
servation of the good of our own.

mudsill level— men are better than cheap 
goods; mer. concern us more than low- 
priced goods. 


If we send .a.-dollar abroad that can be 
spent here and secure us what we need, it 
is just so much labor sent abroad., ro d that 
ii« poor economy e ven to secure cheap goods. 
If we spend a dollar for goods made a i home, 
it Is a pledge to th at ex ten t of em ploy­ 
m ent to labor at home, th a t lias a civiliz­ 
ing or social relation to us and to 
th at is o f first concern. 
America has the raw m aterial; she hat 
also the labor. 
Let the one convert the 
other into «sable goods, and supply the 
home demand and as much more as devel­ 
o p . 
W hy should we send abroad for any­ 
thing we can produce or make at hom e?

Lessened Hours of Labor. 
T he hours of labor as a whole have been 
dim inished. 
In the factory ten hours 
have become customary in place of eleven 
or even twelve ; the usual hours of work 
in textile factories forty or fifty years ago 
having been thirteen and even fourteen. 
In the building trades, niue and ten hours 
have liecome customary in place of eleven 
and twelve, or even more. 
In all the 
great retail shops and wholesale ware­ 
houses in which goods are distributed, the 
hour of closing is earlier and the hour of 
opening is later than it used to he. 
The 
optim ist can thus find on every side facts 
which sustain his view th at the general 
struggle for life is becoming easier and not 
harder, while the statistics of the life in­ 
surance companies prove th a t the duration 
of life is lengthening. 
Forty or fifty years 
since, the daughters of the farmers of New 
England worked thirteen hours a day in 
the cotton factory in order to earu §175 a 
y ear; to-day, French Canadians working 
ten hours a day, earn §300 a year; yet the 
cost of labor is less now than ever before. 
In a broad and general way it m ight be 
proved th a t Uncle Sam and his children 
l*ave_ obtained such power over the me­ 
chanism of production and distribution 
during the last twenty-five years, th at if 
the long hours of work required th irty 
years ago to produce the m aterials for a 
narrow and poor sulisistence were now ap­ 
plied under the new conditions, the same 
hours would yield at least one-third more 
of all the necessaries of life than they did 
then.— Ferrum.

ated, but, if so, it is a pity our authorities 
did not borrow a hint or two from the 
best; for anything more bald, monotonous 
and commonplace than the British series 
of postage stamps down to the latest issue 
cannot well be imagined.-—Paper MaJurd 
Journal.

T h e G ra n d e s t D e m o n s tra tio n F .re r W it. 
n e s s e d in T h is C ity. 
Long before dark it was alm ost im pos­ 
sible. for pedestrians to m ove along the 
sidew alks o f either J or K streets. 
These 
thoroughfares were thronged with thou, 
sands of people, m en, women ar.d children, 
w ho were trying to get g'iod positions from 
w hich they could view the grand parade. 
Every balcony was full o f people aud it is 
estim ated that fuliy 40,000 persons witnessed 
the parade, aud ironi their cheers it w oulI 
seem that at lea.-t 35,000 were on the side 
o f Am erican labor. American industries, 
and the prosperity of American institu­ 
tions. 
W om en and children seemed to 
vie with the m en in their applause. 
The 
city was never so finely decorated as it was 
last night along the line o f march, and the 
enthusiasm of tbe entire populace seemed 
id be unbounded. The Democrats as a rule 
were respectful and in m any instances 
decorated 
their 
houses. 
Occasionally, 
however, during the parade a drunken 
loafer would reel out o f a five-cent beer 
dive and hurrah for Cleveland, but no one 
paid any attention to him. 
A: the Capitol 
H otel, which fronts Die Golden Eagle—the 
latter, by the way, was one of the finest 
decorated buildings in the city—siood a 
coterie from the State Democratic Control­ 
ler's office and a recruit from the State 
Democratic Treasurer’s office, who tried to 
count the procession by cutting notches 
into a stick.

Erected for review of the procession in front 
of Governor W aterman’s residence, at Six­ 
teenth and H streets, was a m arvel of the. 
carpenter’s and decorator’s handiwork. 
It 
was 80 feet in length by 20 in width, and 
was profusely 
upholstered 
in 
the na­ 
tional 
bunting, 
w hile 
festoons 
of 
ornamental 
lanterns 
traversed 
the 
pretty structure on all sides. 
There were 
chairs for tw o hundred invited guests of 
the Governor, and w hile each chair had its 
occupant o f lady or gentlem an, there were 
m any who stood during tbe sixty or more 
m inutes in which the cheering participants 
paraded by the executive m ansion. A m ong 
the distinguished visitants, w ho partook ot 
his Excellency's hospitality, and were seen 
on the reviewiug stand, were especially no­ 
ticed : Governor R. W . W aterman, ex-Gov­ 
ernor Newton Booth, ex-Governur George 
C. I’erkins, ex-Governor E. F. Low, H on. 
E. Y . Spencer, H on. J. G. Swinnerton, 
H on. B. B. Carpenter, H o d. G. G. Blanch­ 
ard, General E. S. SalomoD, H on. Joseph 
McKenna, H on.

THE governor’s RESIDENCE 
And vast grounds were os a fairy picture of 
bright light aud brilliant decorations; flags, 
lanterns, transparencies, patriotic mottoes 
and waving banners am ong the trees and 
shiubs Tendered the prem ises a scene of 
beauty. T he balconies were crowded with 
fair ladies, who greeted each passing feature 
w ith clapping of hands aud waving of 
cambric, vieing with their sterner gallants 
in their appreciation of the sentim ent of 
protection that passed in brilliant array or 
paused in the march but a m om ent to 
greet the State's Governor with loud and 
hearty recognition. 
Altogether it was a 
spot made m emorable by the perfection of 
its beautiful appointm ents for the occasion 
and by the gathering of the State’s great 
m en who there assembled to honor the 
E xecutive and enjoy tbe pageant. 
The procession com menced passiug the 
grand stand at 7:59 p. m. aud the last part 
of it went by at 9:05 o’clock, taking 1 hour 
and 6 m inutes to pass a given point. 
All 
the clubs cheered the Governor as they 
passed his stand. 
' 
A t the head of the colum n was the 
Grand Marshal and six m ounted aids, fol- 
owed by a brass band ar.d the Auburn 
Club w ith flambeau torches. They car­ 
ried sm all transparencies with pungent and 
appropriate mottoes. 
_ N ext came seventy-five m ounted aids, 
follow ed by an electric light wagon and 
another burning red fire and fireworks. 
The next was one of the most pleasing 
features o f the parade, the Sacramento 
W heelm en's Club on their bicycles, taste­ 
fully trimmed with the national colors and 
a Chinese lantern suspended on either side 
Ironi the guiding handle. 
The first wagon of the industrial display 
was from 
the railroad 
shop. 
It was 
canopied, representing a 
draughtsman's 
office with workm g models and six men at 
work. 
It bore the follow ing: “ Free trade 
for idle theorists, but not for w orkm en.” 
•’ Fair wages for a fair day’s work. 
W e 
know who are our friends." 
N ext came the pattern makers w ith a 
sim ilar car, representing that branch of 
m echanics, their float bearing suitable in ­ 
scriptions and transparencies. 
T hen followed two floats representing 
mat iiine shops with engines at work, steam 
up aud blowing the whistles. 
They were 
m inature shops in full operation by men 
who understand their business and uphold 
Am erican industries. 
They were loudly 
applauded all along the line. 
One of the 
transparencies bore 
the 
following: 
“ I 
would rather pay a man $5 a day, if he 
earned it. than to pay him five shillings. I 
don’t want cheap wages.— Leland Stan­ 
ford." 
N ext followed several hundred shop em ­ 
ployes carrying torches and sm all trans­ 
parencies, four and six abreast. 
A float representing a blacksm ith shop 
aud several sm iths w elding iron was sur­ 
mounted by a large transparency. “ W ith 
Harrison as our helper we w ill weld pro­ 
tection to American labor." 
N ext came a country unifoim ed club 
with seventy-five men, which was followed 
by a float representing a number o f m e­ 
c h a n ic at work, with the follow ing in­ 
scription : 
“ Do Y ou Want Protection and 
A m en can Wages, or Free Trade and For­ 
eign W ages? 
Answer by Your Vote." 
“ Free Trade is not a Drawing Card. H aul 
it Down, Grover." • 
The boiler-makers’ float was also filled 
with a dozen men at work, w ith the in ­ 
scription, •* W e Tender Our Support to 
Harrison, Morton and Protection." 
Several other floats from the shops sim i­ 
lar in m ake up representing the various 
departments followed, each d rawn by four 
horses, and each filled with m echanics at 
work. 
“ YVe w ill Dip the Tide of Free 
Trade Dry on the 0th of Novem ber,” was 
the legend on the float representing the 
tin shop. 
The paint shop float had as its 
em blem , “ YVe’ll Paint H er Red, Grover, 
but not for Y ou.” 
“ Protection to A m eri­ 
can Labor and Manufacturers, American 
Lead, American Oils, 
American Colors, 
Am erican Tools and Am erican Labor by 
Birth or Adoption.” 
N ext came really the finest feature in the 
procession, 
the car “ Protection,” repre­ 
senting th e car departm ent cf the Southern 
Pacific Com pany. 
It was a passenger car 
in m iniature, thirty feet long, com plete in 
every respect, and drawn by four gray 
steed3. 
On its side, in beautiful letters, 
was the word Protection. 
Above the w in­ 
dows the letters H . and M. R. R. 
On the 
top was the follow in g: 
“ Harrison's Presi­ 
dential Car. 
It w ill arrive at the W hite 
H onse promptly on March 4, 1888.” “ Gen­ 
eral Harrison’s Car. 
Good for a trip be­

T he upholsterers' car was verv hand­ 
som e, and tastefully decorated: “W e W ill 
Attend to the Finishing Touches in the 
Burial o f Free Trade.”

had an 
im m ense 
work-shop on wheels, all their lathe* and 
m achinery 
in 
operation. 
“ Protecfoi 


American 
Labor is the B est Fed and 
H oused. 
W e W ill Not Change Conditions 
for Theories.” “Protection, Prosperity and 
Plenty versus Free Trade, Failure and 
Fam ine.” 
Another wood-workers’ float bore the 
legends. “Fair W ages For a Fair Day’s 
W ork.” 
“W ithout Protection YVe Must 
Work For Less W ages.” 
Another 
float, representing a car in 
course o f construction, carpenters at work, 
was labeled : “ W e Tender Our Support to 
the Party W hich H as Protected H om e In ­ 
dustries.” 
“ This Train W ill Not Jum p 
the Track to Run on Grover's Free-Trade 
Road to Poverty G ulch.” 
THE SECOND DIVISION 
YVas headed by Colonel Guthrie, and after 
him cam e the Sixth Infantry Band from 
Stockton, a set o f good m usicians, w ell 
drilled. 
The Stockton Harrison and Morton Club 
follow ed in m agnificent array, and at their 
beads were two large elephants, labeled 
“Protection,” w hile just behind the huge 
beasts moped a dim inutive donkey, with a 
look of injured innocence, flapping his 
long ears as if he realized that he carried 
around his ribs a banner with “Free Trade” 
as its device. 
The H oosier Club, with Dr. B. F. Pen- 
dery, the club Marshal, was led by J. YV. 
W ilson, President, and the Marshal and 
six horsemen, wearing fine silken scarfs, 
prepared by the Marshal's wife for the 
occasion. 
Then came a prairie schooner 
drawn by four horses, with bowbell chim es. 
On the “schooner” were eighteen members 
of the club with torches. 
A buggy with a 
com m ittee delegation and a 
float with 
a log cabin surrounded by eight club m em ­ 
bers, followed. 
In front o f the cabin were 
a drum m er and a lifer, and at the rear an 
old-tim e “ fiddler.” 
A t one side of the 
cabin lay a fox, at one end stood a barrel of 
Laid cider, above the peak was a coon-skin 
bauuer, and from the low eaves hung a 
long-handled gourd. 
The m ottoes of the 
club w ere: 
“ T his Hoosier schooner is not a pal­ 
ace coach ; but, by gosh ! it was not made 
by convicts, as were Cleveland’s 
army 
wagons.” 
“ W hat’s the matter with Indiana? 
Oh, 
she’s all right." 
“ Go YVest, Sackviile (G.) Cleveland.” 
“ The Hoosiers solid for H arrison.” 
“ lUesi-ward Democracy take3 its w av.” 
“ YVhen our Ben is President he w iil not 
buy American soldiers their blankets in 
England.” 
“ Indiana w ill do her duty.” 
Tbe club’s unique turnout drew a great 
deal of attention, and was a novel and in­ 
teresting addition to the line. 
Coming 
down K street, when the parade was half 
over, the “ schooner ” slipped a tire and 
had to retire from the line, m uch to the 
chagrin of the enthusiastic Indianans. 
A transparency, as did m any others, bore 
the sentence, “Protection to American In­ 
dustries.” 
A wagon of wool came next and said, bv 
its big-lettered banner, “H igh Tariff on 
YVool Must be Restored.” 
The Republican Club 
from Routier’s 
Station, in this county, next succeeded, and 
in black letters announced. “ YVe Honor 
A ll and Fear N one.” 
The D ixon, Solano county, Club marched 
in strong numbers w ith " “Protection to 
American Frnit aud W ine," to indicate 
that they lived in a country that is rich in 
those products. 
They also had on their 
ensign, “Joe M cKenna Our B oy for Con­ 
gress.” 
T he Drum Corps was next in line with 
its never-ceasing rattle and roll o f marching 
tim e. 
D avisville wa3 here, represented by quite 
a body of protectionists, and they an­ 
nounced it in bold characters, as seeii on a 
transparency in the words, “ Free Trade 
and Starvation,” and then becom ing face­ 
tious, they had “ Dollars aud Sense vs. 
M ills.” 
A unique and picturesque feature was a 
log cabin, w ith backwood attachm ents and 
a live coon on the roof, w hile the anim al 
was kept in terror by the constant fire of 
roman candles through the m im ic chim ney, 
handled by som e one on the inside. 
Three wagons loaded with hops, one of 
Mebius & Co., attracted m uch attention. 
Then YV. H . D ixon, the wool-raiser of 
the Cosumnes, had three wagons loaded 
with w ool, one o f them hauled by six 
horses. 
From one of them B illy an­ 
nounced, “ One Englishm an for H arrison.” 
And again was read, “ California to the 
Front.” 
The Pioneer Flour M ills had a huge sack 
of flour to indicate its following. 
They 
announced to the spectators, “ N o Free 
Trade in Ours.” 
The display o f YV. R. Strong & Co., 
wholesale fruit shippers and nurserym en, 
was very attractive and made quite a pro­ 
cession in itself. 
The three members of 
the firm occupied 
a carriage properly 
decorated; follow ing this a heavy truck 
drawn by four large horses was hand­ 
som ely fitted up. 
The follow ine mottoes 
were prom inently displayed on the cover 
and 
sides 
of the truck: 
"Am erican 
Labor, First, Last and A ll the Tim e.” 
“ The Fruit Industry of California De­ 
mands Protective Tariff,” the 
inside of 
the 
truck being brilliantly illum inated 
gave the w hole the appearance of a large 
transparency. 
Follow ing this, the em ­ 
ployes of the house, to the number of 35 
men, marched with 
m ilitary precision, 
under the m arshalship o f one o f tbair num ­ 
ber, C. B. Strong. The men were all dressed 
uniform ly in black clothes, with an appro­ 
priate sash, and bore a number of trans­ 
parencies. am ong w hich 
the follow ing 
legends were conspicuous : 
“ W hat is the 
matter with Strong & Co? 
YVe’re all 
right.” 
On the reverse o f this was the 
inscription: 
“ YY’e ’R Strong for Harrison 
and M orton.” 
“ Elevate Labor and Im ­ 
prove Society.” 
“ Labor is Honorable, not 
Dtgrading.” 
N ext was the delivery wagon 
of tbe firm, bearing an im m ense log-cabin, 
constructed in a unique manner, the log3 
being covered with large highly-colored 
apples and other fruit, and the interior be­ 
ing brilliantly illum inated, showed off the 
cabin to good effect. 
After this, the nur­ 
sery department c f the house was repre­ 
sented by a large float, handsom ely deco­ 
rated and w ell filled with a large assort­ 
m ent o f evergreen and other nursery stock, 
trees, plants and flowers. 
In all, the firm 
had 43 m en in the procession, all o f whom 
were directly connected w ith the house. 
T he U nion Brewery had a couple o f 
wagons, and announced itself in favor of 
“ H om e Industry.” 
Gregory Brothers m ade a fine display of 
their produce house. 
Friend & Terry’s lum ber yard had a 
couple of wagons in line. 
B lue’s carriage factory carried ou their 
business in grand and noisy style, as they 
hammered their way over the pavement. " 
Baker A H am ilton had their large m anu­ 
facturing industries represented by plows 
and reapers and monstrous mowers.- 
Van Voorhies A Co. had one section of 
their harness-house and half their hands 
em ployed in horsc-eollar m aking and saddle 
finishing. 
The boys, as they passed, laugh­ 
ingly pointed to the expression above their 
toy shop, “ Brush the flies off YVest; he has 
let (lie cat out o f the bag.” 
The Scott Manufacturing Company was 
next in line, with a tine display. 
T he Union Iron W orks had as its watch­ 
word : “ No Free Trade for U s.” 
J. H . Moon, architect and builder, had a 
display wagon in line. 
The B ell Conservatory had two wagons 
of plants and exotics, to perfum e the at­ 
mosphere on tbe route of march. 
A load of hops bore the inscrip tion: 
“ Let the Democrats take their C leve-land; 
I take Harrison and good hop land.” 
The “Cyclone” W ind M ill Company had 
tw o of their m ills in the march. 
Holbrook, Merrill A Stetson put in an 
appearance with com plete outfit and appro­ 
priate mottoes. 
H enry Fisher's candy factory was repre­ 
sented in two light wagons by the young 
lady clerks of that house. 
THIRD DIVISION. 
The Third D ivision was com manded by 
L. L. Lewis and headed by the First Ar­ 
tillery Band. 
Then followed a cavalcade 
of aids, w ho led the Resolutes in their 
handsom est uniform s. In front of the club 
was a carriage containing tw elve or fifteen 
young ladies. 
On the sides of the vehicle 
were banners bearing the follow ing, “These 
young ladies made onr uniform s.” 
The 
carriage was greeted w ith applause all 
along the line of march, as were also the 
Resolutes. 
The Folsom Club followed with som e 
seventy-five members, 
bearing 
different 
mottoes and devices. 
N ext follow ed a Re­ 
publican club wearing w hite capes. 
W hen the drummers came along they 
were loudly cheered. 
They were dressed 
in black suits, with silk hats, carried a 
strapand grip, and a cane. 
YVhen they 
cheered the Governor he gracefully ac­ 
knowledged the com plim ent 
and" said, 
•' Boys, I've been there m yself.” 
They 
carried a transparency on a very high pole 
which read, “ It’s W onderful how Business 
Keeps Up.” 
The Brighton club, som e six ty in num ­ 
ber, cam e next. 
T hey have handsom e 
uniforms, and their torches bore battle- 
axts. 
They were enthusiastic, full of hur­ 
rahs, and were applauded 
everywhere. 
Their banner was. “ As Brighton Goes so 
Goes the State. 
She's Solid for H arrison.” 
W hen the veterans carne along, in three 
four-in-hand wagons, they were loudly ap­ 
plauded and given three cheers by the oc- 


: cupants of the Governor's stand. 
They 
¡ were those who voted for W illiam H enry 
Harrison in 1840, and were singing the 
songs of the Old Tippecanoe campaign. 
¡ 
The Harrison and Morton Glee Club fol- 
i lowed the veterans, and turned out in large 
■ numbers. 
They w em through som e grace­ 
ful m aneuvers in fiont of the reviewing 
stand. Their tall white hats and lone linen 
dusters formed a strong contrast with the 
other uniform ed clubs 
“ W hat is the m at­ 
ter with Governor W aterman ? 
H e’s all 
right, you bet,” was given with a w ill. 
T hey carried with 
them the beautiful 
silken banner which was presented to the 
club som e tim e since by som e of the Re­ 
publican young ladies of this city. 
FOURTH DIVISION. 
The fourth division was commanded by 
C. S. Houghton, who was accompanied by 
a cavalcade of aids. 
At its head v. as the 
Hussar hand acting as escort to the Fire 
Brigade, commanded by Dr. F. F. Tebbets. 
This was one of the largest delegations in 
the procession and none looked finer. They 
drew an old-tim e engine upon which was 
seated two handsom e young ladies. 
They 
were cheered everywhere, and their uni­ 
form was equal to I hat of any, consisting of 
black pantuioons, red sh in s and black 
glazed turbans. 
N ext came the Chico b ind acting as es­ 
cort to the “First T im e” Club of this city. 
They were followed by a large club o f col­ 
ored Republicans, w ho bore aloft the motto, 
“The Memory of Lincoln YVill Ever Live.” 
N ext came ten aids on horseback, acting 
as escort to the Fourth Ward Republican 
Club, w hich turned cut over 150 strong, 
carrying huge Japanese lanterns.

On one wagon was an im m ense wheel 
which revolved as the wagon rolled along, 
the rim of w hich bore the inscription “Pro­ 
tection.” 
Their banner was: “Grover uses 
convict-m ade wagons to deliver English 
blankets.” 
“Grover, w hat’s the 
matter 
w ith our wagons, they're all right.” 
M any o f the wagons, and som e o f the 
best features, bore no banner indicating to 
whom they belonged. 
A ll along the line of marcl} red fire and 
fireworks were burned. 
It was the large3l 
and m ost successful dem onstration ever 
made upon the coast outside of San Fran­ 
cisco.

A s the colum n countermarched np J 
street, a fire-wagon carrying red-light and 
doing a flam ing business in the parade np 
to that tim e, m et with a m ishap that put 
a stop to its furthrr usefulness.

two m en's duty—engineering the nag and 
m anipulating the cardinal com pound—and 
caught tire all in a lum p. 
The old horse 
took a notion to drive at a furious rate 
through the advance lines, but was halted 
and detached from the vehicle. 
T he stuff 
was allowed, from necessity, to burn out, 
and the bottom of the wagon w ith it. 
At 
one tim é it looked as if the awning above 
where the wagon stood would catch fire, 
but fortunate'y it did not. 
N o other dam ­ 
age resulted. 
A t the reviewing stand a m arshal’s horse 
stepped from under the gentlem an, w ho no 
sooner sat in graceful pose on the street 
than he was on his feet again and in hot 
pursuit of bis steed. 
The latter was soon 
caught and tbe gallant horseman in saddle 
as proud as if it did not hurt to ride after 
the hard seat he had lately experienced. 
On H street, between Eleventh 
and 
Twelfth streets, a wagon bearing a m inia­
